¢ There is an old adage that in this country it is only three gen- 
erations from shirt sleeves to shirt sleeves, which means that a 
family that attains great wealth rarely keeps it for more than a few 
generations. The very wealthy families of Colonial days have long 
disappeared and there is no very rich family in the United States 
today which was considered as in that class before the Civil War. 
One generation makes money, the second and at most the third spend 
it, and the process of making has to be begun all over again. 

The Vanderbilts have long passed out of the list of great rail- 
road men, and the present generation is rapidly spending what the 
Old Commodore and his descendants accumulated. And now it ap- 
pears that another great railroad family is about to disappear and 
that its downward course is well on the way. The Goulds are forced 
to get out of the Missouri Pacific before the bankers will let the road 
have the money to pay its debts of $25,000,000, due June 1. 

The Goulds have gone down even quicker than the Vanderbilts.

It is good for the community 
because it stops the accumulation of great wealth permanently in one 
family, it developes whatever latent ability the younger generations 
may have and it prevents us having for generations families decayed 
and falling to pieces morally and financially, as is the case in Eng- 
land and other European countries, where a class of hereditary 
nobility exists with its entailed estates. The federal constitution con- 
tains no wiser provision than the one forbidding nobility and entail 
perpetually. It provides for a continual change in the financial 
rulers of the country and puts into active practice the theory that 
from shirt sleeves to short sleeves is three generations.

be reached by the inspector. He can show those who are willing to 
improve. For instance, he can urge upon housewives the importance 
of covering their garbage to keep out the flies; and how important 
it is to keep their sinks and kitchens clean; he can give them many 
pointers that they will be glad to follow and which will have the 
effect of improving the general character of the whole community. 

He can insist that the lazy element do what is necessary to pre- 
serve the health of the community, and if he follows up his instrue- 
tions and insisting by arresting a few who continue to disregard his 
directions and having them punished, the laziness all along the line 
will disappear. 

Finally he will find those who would rather live in filth all their 
lives than spend a dollar. Those he must handle with an iron hand, 


and it is with that class that he will show his nerve and fidelity to 
duty. There are people who think that bath tubs are placed in 
houses only to be used as hins for produce and who never use them 
for personal lavations. There are those who cook and eat with no 
regard to cleanliness aud if the evils they encourage were confined 
entirely to themselves no one would complain, but unfortunately they 
spread disease, and the flies that they allow to breed upon their 
premises fly elsewhere, carrying death and disease with them. That 
class must be shown no quarter. 

We welcome, therefore, the plan of Inspector Wyatt. It is, as 
we have said, excellent, and can to but be productivé of much good 
if carried out conscientiously. When he gets through we expect that 
Richmond will be a model city in the matter of health, cleanliness 
and sanitary regulations.

WHY THOSE EXCEPTIONS? ARE THEY CONSTITUTIONAL? 


Although imprisonment for debts is forbidden by the constitu- 
tion, and although special legislation is also forbidden by the consti- 
tution of California, yet when a man owes a bill for board at a hotel 
or restaurant, or for the hire of an automobile, he is arrested, and if 
he has left the location he is brought back and imprisoned as though 
he had committed a crime. Why? 

Why should those two classes of debts be placed upon a higher 
plane than other indebtedness? The hotel keeper can owe for his 
groceries, his rent, everything about his establishment, and nothing 
can be done with him; but the man to whom he has sold the food or 
rented the room can be arrested. There is certainly no justice in that 
arrangement. It is certainly special legislation, and if tested in the 
courts, it is certainly arresting a man for debt, that is forbidden by 
the constitution. 

The same thing is tiue of the automobile. Why is that a special 
law. You can go to a livery stable and hire a rig, or a double team, 
or any other style of vehicle except an automobile, and the hire is 
a debt similar to all other debts and to be collected, as they are col- 
lected, by a civil suit, but if you owe hire for an automobile you can 
be arrested. There, again, is an illogical and unconstitutional law, 
and one that if some one would test we doubt not would be set aside, 
either as special legislation or imprisonment for debt. 


“The name of the man who was plowing in the field near the acci- 
dent to the Graham automobile the other day and who refused to 
come to the aid of the injured should be published. Every one should 
know who the inhuman brute was, so that they may avoid him as he 
deserves to be avaided in the future. Some people are so little human 
that it is a question whether they have anything more than the forms 
of human beings.

HOUR LAW 


MERCED, May 21.—Adoption of 
a resolution pledging the members 
to use all honorable endeavors to’ de- 
feat the proposed universal eight- 
hour law, which is to be voted upon 
next November, and the election of 
officers, formed an important part of 
the session of the State Supervisors’ 
Association here. 

San Francisco made a strong fight 
for the 1915 convention, but was de- 
feated by San Diego before the reso- 
lutions committee. 

The resolution opposing the eight- 
hour law declared that the passage 
of such a law would paralyze the 
business of California and work a 
hardship on farmers, farm employes 
and business men. The measure was 
branded as “vicious legislation.” The 
passage of the resolution was greeted 
with applause.
